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of laying them under too great an Odium, I ſhall curb my 
Pen, and keep as ftreight a Rein as poſſible upon it all the 
way. Otherwiſe perhaps 'twere poſſible to tell an odd ſtory 
of our Gentleman's Birth and Parentage, and manner of Education; who 
gave him his Name, and what his Godfathers and Godmotrhers did for 
him in Baptiſm, what Pas! planted in him, and Apollos watered with 
Wine, and other good Lickquors, evex the Dull Dry Dottrine of Non-Reſi- 
ſtance. Let theſe be left to the Conjetturals of the Ingenuous Reader, 
becauſe tis almoſt-impoſſible to trace our Spark through theſe Particulars, 
without falling foul upon ſome of the ſhining, burning, , fiery flaming 
Lights of the Age. | 
The next thing, in order, that offers it felf to Conſideration, is his L#- 
brary, a New Liturgy, ſome Play-Books, and ſome Romaxces ; to which 
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add the Hiſtory of Peſſive-Obedience, and the late Opferwator Bound in Calves 
Leather, and Guilt, on'the back : He had a great kand in the late Revo- 
lution, but now he begins to blow his Fingers as if he had burnt them, 
and ſpeaks of his Old Abdicated Maſter with Eyes-trim full of Tears, io 
tender and relenting is his heart. 'If you oblerve him at his Devotions 
in the Church, you'l find him cm Colour at the approach of the .

Dogg him from the Church to the Tavern, the next Stage of his Devo- 
tion, there you will- find higſMilen on his knees, and with a Rummer 
in. his hand, a time when he prays with the warmeſt and hearticſt zeal, 
pouring forth his Wiſhes for King Jewes his Reſtoration, 

Whey othcrs are folemnly Faſting and Praying tor the Succels of 
our Heroes Arms in frelavd, you'l find him Revelling and Carouſing 
over roaſt Beef and Clarret, partly out of fattious Gngularity and difat- 
feftion to the Government, and partly out of pure love to the Premiſes : 
But however he'l Swear Allegiance, tho' not till after he hath ſawcily 
reproacht our Grave Senators to their Beards, and put the moſt diſho- 
nourable Interpretation. upon their words. What need was there of 
a Parliament to make him De-faffo King ! His Arms, together with his 
Faſt, and Faithful Friends, could have done ſo much for him, in ſpight 
of thoſe that are ſo backward to Swear to Him zo», had they oppoled 
Him ther: He'll Swear, but, for Gods fake, what will he Swear ? Hel 
Swear that the King hath the longeſt Sword, that He was Solemniv In- 
augurated at Weſtminſter ; that they will obey him as long, as 
they dare do no other. :.
